Constantinople, Jan. 23.—Yield- 


ins to the demands of the Powers 
which it now appears amounted to 
nothing leae than ac ultimatum, the 
Grand Council of the Ottoman Em- 
pire decided late yesterday to cede 
the fortress of Adrianople to the 
Balkan allies and to leave to the 
Powers the question of the disposal 
of the Aegean islands. 


This action it is believed here, will 


lead to the resumption: of the peace 
conference in London and an early 
termination thereof, with the allies 
complete victors in the war with 
Turkey "and in- the diplomatic con- 
flict that followed it, without fur- 
ther bloodshed. 


Some surprise was occasioned bj 


the action of the Grand Council a? 
only Tuesday .the Porte sent instruc- 
tions to its delegates in London to 
obtain from the Powers explanations 
of certain passages in the Powers' 
note which were considered indefi- 
nite. 


The Powers, note, parts of which 
were made public was composed in 
the strongest 'terms. 


"The Government (Turkey)," said 


the note "would have only itself tc 
blame if the prolongation of the wa- 
had M a consequence to put in ques- 
tion th« fate of the capital and per- 
nape to extend the hostilities to the 
Asiatic provinces of the empire. lr 
that case the Turkish governmen' 
could not count on the success of the 
efforts of the Powers to preserve i» 
from dangers against which they al- 
ready had warned it. and which the> 
once more warned it to avoid." 
The Powers then reminded th' 


Porte that after the conclusion of 
peace it would need the moral and 
material support of the Pcwers tc 
recover from the effects of the war 
The Powers intimated that Turkey 
•would be unable to develop the onl? 
territory left to her unless she had 
*.he benevolent support of the Powers 
and it was plainly stated that Turkey 
could cot expect such support un 
less she deferred to the counsel of 
the Powers.

Following an impassioned address 


by the Grand Vizier, Kiamil Pasha 
the grand council almost unanimous- 
ly agreed to accede to the wishes of 
(the Powers and instructed the Grant" 
Vizier -to telegraph their decision 
to the delegates in London forth 
with.

Br forging a curb for the lobbyists, 
members of the general assembly 
made a start iu their work of legislat- 
ing that is expected to meet with pop- 
ular approval.

egislation.

States had achieved its independ- 
ence. Clymer for a time resided in 
Xew Jersey, but later returned to his 
native state and was elected to the 
legislature. In 17S7 he was a mem- 
ber of the convention that framed 
the national constitution of the Un- 
ited States, and was elected to the 
first congress *eld under it. He was 
a collector of the excise duties which 
in 1791 led to the famous "whisky 
Insurrection." 
He was one of the 
founders of the Pennsylvania Agri- 
cultural Society, the

Academy of Fine Arts and.rhe Penn- 
sylvania Bank.
